The city of Memphis leads all the cities with a rate 
of 67.5, per 100,000; Nashville comes second with 
30:7, New Orleans third with 21, out of every 
lt)0,000, with New York having a rate of 5.8. The 
entire nation averages nine homicides oubof every 
100,000. These figures are taken from the “Spec­ 
tator,” an insurance journal. 
Such a state of affairs cannot be changed by 
merely passing law's against murder, forbidding 
the sale of fire arms or the use of pistols. 
Murder, must become to be regarded as in very 
bad form.
